HIGH STAKES 
Wou ld the United States pu ll troops ou t 
of Eu rope if Great Britain is shu t ou t of the 
Common Market? Conceiv ably su ch a 
threat may at least be hinted if negotiations 
between Britain and the Common Market 
collapse. 
Britain has alread y mad e su ch a threat. 
If she is blocked from “entering Eu rope”— 
as joining the Common Market is termed — 
she will hav e to “rev iew” all her military 
commitments to d efend the continent, she 
has warned . 
Some Eu ropean d iplomatic circles are 
specu lating that the U.S. might make a 
similar threat—to “rev iew” her Eu ropean 
military postu re—if the Common Market 
shou ld become a close knit, inward -looking, 
high-tariff bloc. 
Washington wants Britain to be a part 
of a u nited Eu rope becau se of the stabiliz­ 
ing influ ence she wou ld ex ert u pon it. 
Washington fav ors a Eu rope that is ou t­ 
ward -looking 
economically , 
with liberal 
trad e policies that will benefit the U.S. as 
well as Eu rope. Cu rrent agricu ltu ral poli­ 
cies of the Common Market, for instance, 
are not to Washington’s liking. Thu s there 
are strong reasons on this sid e of the At­ 
lantic for d esiring to influ ence the cou rse 
of this new, u niting Eu rope. 
Bu t d oes this cou ntry want bad ly enou gh 
to influ ence it to threaten troop withd raw­ 
al? If so, wou ld this new Eu rope, strong and 
cocky , really care? Probably no one knows 
at this stage. Bu t becau se the stakes are 
high in Eu rope—and we hold a hand —it is 
conceiv able we may play a tru mp of ou r 
own. 


WHEAT BATTLE, SHAPES UP 
A major, perhaps climactic, fight is shap­ 
ing u p ov er the U.S. farm program. Ranged 
on one sid e of the battlefield will be the 
Farm Bu reau . It is abou t to lau nch an all- 
ou t fight to persu ad e farmers to reject the 
proposed su pply -management controls pro­ 
gram for 1964.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The new y ear started 
with blood —fighting in the Congo and Viet Nam—ju st 
as 1962 started with assassinations in Algeria. Yet 
1963 may be far less hair-raising, althou gh mu ch 
more talkativ e, than the y ear ju st end ed . 
If it is, it will be becau se 1962 tu rned ou t to be 
su ch a shocker before it was ov er. This was the 
Cu ban crisis. No sign of any su ch crisis is in sight 
now. If any thing, relations between the United States 
and Ru ssia shou ld be a little more sensible. 
The biggest immed iate problem of the West is 
whether Western Eu rope shall achiev e real econom­ 
ic u nity and whether, particu larly in the case of 
France, it will be content to sav e its money by let­ 
ting the United States remain its nu clear gu ard ian. 
The Algerian massacres end ed at last in 1962 in 
ind epend ence from France for the Algerians. The 
stru ggles in the Congo and Viet Nam were going on 
last y ear, and the y ear before, and in one form or 
another will probably be there in 1964, too. 
They can be liv ed with so long as they remain on 
the fringes of the rest of the world . 
What d id not end u ntil last y ear was almost ov er 
was the reckless—crazy is a better word —d etermina­ 
tion of commu nism to test the will of the United 
States to resist a Red pu sh ev en in its own back 
y ard . 
This Ru ssian attempt to slip missiles into Cu ba 
was a gamble as the Sov iets d emonstrated by back­ 
ing d own when challenged . What they showed was 
that they positiv ely lacked the will, and v ery prob­ 
ably the weapons for a showd own, at least then. 
Premier Khru shchev cannot su rv iv e many su ch 
hu miliating d efeats, althou gh in ty pical Moscow 
fashion he sou ght to make his withd rawal look like 
the act of a hu manitarian. 
Therefore, it can reasonably be ex pected he will 
now pau se for station id entification before taking 
another risk. He has shown signs of soft-ped aling his 
d emand s on Berlin. 
After thé Cu ban crisis there were optimistic pro­ 
nou ncements ou t of Washington that big changes 
were in the making arou nd the world . They may be, 
ind eed . Bu t as of now there is no ev id ence to su p­ 
port the optimism.

Of interest to 
growers and m u nchers alike is the 
fact that P6 05 seed can not b e 
cross pollinated b y pollen from 
field corn. 
Ev ansv ille creeping b entgrass — 
a dark green, fine tex tu red, dense 
grass, for golf cou rse greens — was 
selected and increased b y tu rf re ­ 
searchers in P u rdu e’s agronomy 
departm ent. 
For Hoosier wheat produ cers and 
persons who like to sink their teeth 
in

pastry ,

from Pu rdu e and the U. S. D epart­ 
m ent of A gricu ltu re dev eloped two 
new soft red w inter w heats. Both 
are resistant to Hessian Fly . They 
are Knox 6 2, a replacem ent for 
the popu lar Knox v ariety , and Reed 
a su perior y ielding v ariety nam ed 
for the late H arry J. Reed, who 
was dean of agricu ltu re at P u r­ 
du e. 
Processors and b roiler raisers 
learned from Pu rdu e pou ltry re ­ 
searchers that food grade poly phos­ 
phates m ay b e u sed effectiv ely in 
the chilling w ater at slau ghter as 
a m eans of redu cing m oistu re and 
cooking loss. The poly phosphates 
are a m ix tu re of chem icals, pri­ 
m arily phosphate salts.

A summary of the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association (D. H. 
I. A .) records for 1962 in Rush 
County made by Otis W illis, super­ 
visor for the Rush County D. H. I. 
A., shows that the average butter- 
fat production per dairy cow in­ 
creased 27 pounds, and milk pro­ 
duction by 622 pounds over the 
average for 1961. The butterfat pro­ 
duction for the 337 cows owned by 
the nine cooperators in the Rush 
County D. H. I. A. for 1962 was 
394 pounds per cow as compared 
to 367 pounds in 1961, and the milk 
production was 10,104 lbs. in 1962 
as compared to 9,482 pounds in 1961. 
The Holstein herd, of 63 cows, 
belonging to Leo Hoeing and Son 
of Rushville Township led the nine 
herds in the Association with the 
highest production. This herd had 
an average of 509 pounds of butter- 
fat and 13,814 pounds of milk per 
cow during the twelvemonth per­ 
iod in 1962. Second high was

Township. This herd of 35 cows 
produced 449 pounds, of butterfat,

There 
has been a steady improvement 
practically every year since then 
with an average of 394 pounds but­
